The latter Part of a Letter from a Minifter of State 
“to a Friend, in Anfwer to the Queftion ‘ Whether 


‘ the Offices his Majefty the King of Denmark | 


‘caufes to be done in Favour of his Highnefs 
‘ Prince Charles his Brother, with Relation to the 


‘ Coadjutorfhip of Lubeck, be contrary to the: 


Treaty of Travendahl ? 


T HE former part of this Letter, (which was in- 
certed in Yefterday’s Courant,) concluded with 
this Pofition, viz. ‘ That the Agreement pretended 
‘to be made berween the Chapter of Lubeck and 
‘the Hoafe of Holftein Gottorp in 1647, expir'd 
‘long ago, by the Accomplifhment of one of the 
‘ Conditions of it, that fixes the precife Time of its 
‘Continuance in Force. This the Writer endea- 
yours to make cur in the following Manner. 

' The exprefs Terms of that Condition, are thefe. 


‘If (which God prevent,) the Ducal Houfe of Gox- . 


‘torp, the Defcendants in the Male Line of the 2 
‘foremention’d Princes Brothers, come to fail, fo 
‘that but one Perfon remain, (N.B.) becaufe an E- 
‘\e@tion cannot be where but one fingle Perfon is 
‘Candidate ; or if of the 2 Male Lines of thofe 
‘Princes Brothers, there shall be no Perfon either of 
‘the Lutberan or Catholick -Religion ; In thefe 
‘Cafes (which ’tis hop’d wili not happen,) this A- 
‘greement fhall be voud and aull ip/o jure, and be of 
‘no longer Force. 


Thole Words, Sir, are very clear: The Reafon, 


"or Foundation of them, viz. That an Eleé&ion cannot 


be, where but one fingle Perfon is Candidate, is no lefs 


clear, If therefore there has been but one fingle 


Perfon of the Houfe of Gottorp, or (which is the 
fame thing) if there bas been but one capabie of be- 
ing elected by the Canons, and by the Statutes of 
the Chapter, the Agreement fo much infifted on is 
null, ard expir'd ipfo jure. Now that Cafe has al- 
trady happend twice fince the Year 1647. The firft 
was, when his Hoghnefs the * prefent Bithop was 
chofen Coadjuror, in 1656. For at that Time there 
were indeed 4 Princes of the Houfe of Gottorp living, 
but none could be Candidates for the Coadjutorthip, 
except the {aid Bithop only. Duke Frederick, his 
Fither, wa: excluded by the Stacutes of the Chapter, 
tereated in all the Capitulations of their Bithops, 
becaufe he was Prince Regent : Duke Chriftian Al- 
beri, his Brother, was the then Bifhop, and confe- 
uently could not ftand for the Gaaejutorthip : Duke 
et Auguftus, his Coufin, could not be chofen, 

caufe he was under Age, and was rouch'd in his 
Brain, of which there was ne hopes be could be 
cur’d, as indeed he never was curd. The prefent 
Bithop therefore was the fingle Perfon capable of be- 


ing chofen. The fame Circumftances continued when 


this Rithop. was remov’d from the Coadjutorthip to 
the Bithoprick, in the Year 1666, upon ¢ Refigna- 
tion of bis Brother Duke Chriftian Albert, who was 
become Prince Regent. The fecond Time this Cafe 
happen’d was, when fome of the Canons undertook 
te ele& Psince Chriftian Auguftus of Gottorp, for 
Coadjaror, in the Year 1701; Befides him and the 
Bifhep himfelf, there were then only the Prince Re-

= Frederick, who was excluded for the Reafon 
mention’d before, and his Son Charles Frederick, 
who was but 3 Years old, and was fufficiently ex- 
cluded by Canons that cannot be di{pens’d with. 

It remains to be prov'd, that the Houfe of Got- 
torp by their Infractions of the pretended Agreement 
of the Year 1647, have render’d it void, and left 
the Chapter of Lubeck at Liberty to act for the 
future as they think ft. I conid give you a lon 
Lift upon this Article, if I would rake toge:her 
that that Houfe has done againft the Capiiulations of 
the Bithops, the Obfervation of which Capuulations 
is one of ‘the principal Conditions ftipulaced in that 
very Agreement ; but 1 am unwilling to abufe your 
Patience ; and therefore will give you but one fingle 
Example, which outfhines ine reft, and thews how 
little Care the Minifters of Gortorp take to keep, or 
even but paliiace their Infractions of, Treaties : 


Yet thefe are the Men, who when the leaft thing is 


done contrary to their Liking, cry out of Infractions 
and Injuftice. The exprefs Terms of their pretend- 
ed Agreementof 1647, runthus. The Chapter has 
refclv'd, ‘ That in Cafe bis Highnefs the Duke will 
* be watchful over, and conftantly contend: for, the 
* Prefervation of the Jurisdi@tion, Privileges, and 
* Righis of this ancient Chapter and Bifhoprick ; and 
* will taithfully oppofe, and that without claiming 
* any Recompence, all Innovations, principally that 
* the Chapter be not oblig’d to any Aliernative, 
* as being contrary to the Freedom of Election 
* (and to which the Chapter will never conteans 
* then, and in that Cafe, the Chapter, in Acknow- 
‘ ledgement, will take 6 Perfons {ucceffively of the 
‘ Ducal Houle of Gottorp, for their Bifhops or Co- 
* adjutors, by Election or by Poftulation, &c. 

Do fo much, Sir, as compare thefe Words with 
thofe of the 2d. Article of the A&@ of Gluckftad of 
the Year 1667, which I quoted above, wherein the 
Duke of Hoiftein Gottorp formally promifes the King 
of Denmark, Frederick III of glorious Memory, to 
ufe his beft Endeavours to procure of the Chapter 
the faid Alternative between the 2 Houfes (the Roy- 
al and the Ducal ;) and judge whether twothings do 
not naturally refult therefrom : One, that the Chap- 
ter is difcharg’d fegipetheir Promife, becaufe the Duke 
of Gottorp has formally alengag’d to procure the Al- 
ternative, contrary to the direct Tenour of the Agree- 
ment, wherein “tis declar'd to be inconfiftent with the 
Freedom of Elections, and in which he obliges him- 
felf to contend conftantly againft ic: The other, 
that his Majefty the King of Denmark is likewife 

uit of the Obligation of the faid Article of Gluck- 
fad 3 which was repeated inthe Treaty of Traven- 
dahl for no other Reafon, than becaufe the Ducal 
Houfe of Gowerp has not hitherto endeavour’d in 
any Manner to perform thar Article on their Part, 
nor would ever make one Step towards ir. 

But 'tis Time to conclude. You will pleafe to re- 
collect, Sir, that I have thewn diftin@ly, That it can- 
not be prov’d the pretended Agreement of the Year 
1647 was ever effectually made: That if it were, 
it contains an Action unlawful and contrary to the 
Canons and the Peace of Weftphalia; and confe- 
quently that it is null ipfo jure: That his Imperial 
Majefty, who is the competent Judge of it, has de- 
clar'd it to be fo from the Throne of his Juftice > 
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formal Terms: That by 4 double Accoriplithment 
‘of a Coridition that limits the Continuance of that 
Agreement, it expir'd long ago: And laftly, That 
by the Contraventions or Infractions of the Houfe of 
Gottorp, both the King, and the Chapter have ac- 
quir'd a Right to recract the faid Agreement, and de- 
clare it void. From all which ic follows, that the 
Acquiefcing promis'd by the King, which is but con- 
fequential to the Agreement of the Year 1647, va- 
fiithing, upon that Agreement-it felf ceafing co fub- 
fift, it cannot be pretended, that his Majcfly the 
King of Denmark, thould diveft himfeli of the 
geneous Sentiments that Nature and Henour ‘ufpire 
him with, to abandon the Interefts of Prince Charles 
-bis Brother, and co flight the Refpect which the Ma- 
jor Part of the Chapter, of Lubeck, and indeed the 
foundeft pact of them, have for bis Royal Family, 
from which that Chapter hasrecciv’d as many and 


_greater Benefits than from, the Ducal Family of Gor- 


torp: And this purely: for the, fake of a Chimera, 
as is the prerended Agseement, of which the Houfe 
of Gottorp is not in @, Condirion.of making any 
Advantage, fur:her than as the Chapter fall. yolun- 
tarily favour shem in Elections, in which-Caf¢ his 
Majefty the King has nothing to fay. 

Give me leave to add this one Remark, viz. that 

fuppofing the Reafons I have alledg'd abuve, to prove 


that his Majefty the King has on his pare fapisfied the — 


Treaty of Travendabl and the Article ct. Gluckfiad, 
are of no Validity, “tis neverthelefs inconieftable, 
that his faid Majefty cannot by his Promife prejudice 
the Right of 2 chird Party, as age Piince Charles his 

Brother and the Chaprer of Lubeck ; of the 
one is lawfully elected, and the ocher cannos any 

_ manner be difturb’d in their Freedom .of Hie@ticn. 
And therefore che Scruple indiftrioufly atthe 
Imperial Court, in England, Holland, asd in other 
Courts of Europe, as if in muintaining the joft 
Caule of his. Highnefs Prince Ciarles of Denmark,
